They would have lost their 
money, and lost more time about it.” As 
a business-man he could not of course be ex- 
pected to save them their mioney, butas a 
philanthropist he could save them their time, 
and this he says with all the pride of a How- 
ard ora Peabody he did. He saw to it that 
they lost their money just as quickly as they 


possibly could. Knowing, as only great 


do, that time is money, Sage 
skinned his fellow-man with the utmost pos- 
sible neatness and dispatch, and sent him 
out to grow a fresh cuticle. 

For this kind charity Sage says he er- 
pected a grateful remembrance of his serv- 
dees from the fellow-man for whose benefit 
he had expended many years of his life. But 
he has not got it. On the contrary, the fel- 
low-nan whom he had been skinning for so 
many years took a base and heartless ad- 
vantage of the very first opportunity to pee 
the Hon. Russell Sage. Could anything 
have been more unnatural, more horrible?

M PASTEUR’S LATEST DISCOVERY. 


BYDROPHOBIA SUCCESSFULLY COMBATTED BY 
INOCULATION. 


Pants, May 19.—(Special Cable Dispatch to 
The Chicago Tribune.|—M. Louis Pasteur, the 
celebrated French chemist, claims to ‘have 
made a discovery of the most vital importance 
—nothing less, in fact, than acomplete cure, or 
rather antidote, for hydrophobia. In an inter- 
view with a Figaro correspondent M. Pasteur 
says: “Cauterization of the wound imimedi- 
ately after the bite, as is well known, has been 
more or less effective, but from today anybody 
bitten by a mad dog has only to present him- 
self at the Laboratory of the Ecole Normale and 
by inooulation I will make him completely in- 
susceptible to the effects of hydrophobia, even 
if bitten subsequently by any number of mad 
dogs. I have been devoting the last four years 
to this subject. I found out in the first place 


| that the virus rabique loses its intensity by 


transmission to certain animals and increases 
its intensity by transmission to other animals. 
With the rabbit, for instance, the virus rabique 
increases; with the monkey it decreases. My 


‘method wasas follows: I took the virus direct 


from the brain of a dog that died from acute 
hbydropbobia. With this virus I moculated 
a monkey. The monkey died. Then with the 
virus already weakened in intensity, taken 
from this monkey, I inoculated a second 
monkey. Then with the virus taken from the 
second monkey I inoculated a third monkey, 
and so on until I obtained a virus so weak as 
to be almost parmiess. Then with this almost 
harmless virus I inoculated a rabbit, the virus 
being at once increased in intensity. Then 
with the virus from the first rabbit I inoculated 
a second rabbit, and there was another increase 
in the intensity of the virus. Then with the 
virys of the second rabbit I inoculated 
a third rabbit, , then a fourth, until 
the virus had regained ite maximum 
intensity. Thus 1 obtained virus 
of different degrees of power. I then took a 
dog and fnoculated him’ first with the weakest 
virus trom the rabbit, then with the virus 
frum the second rabbit, and finally with the 
rabbit virus of maximum intensity. After a 
few days more I inoculated the dog with virus 
directly from the brain of a dog that had just 
died of acute madness. The dog upon which I 
experimented proved completely unsuscepti- 
ble to hydrophobia. The experiment was fre- 
quently repeated, always with the game tuc- 
cessfifl result. : 

“Byt my discovery does not end here. I 
took two dogs and inoculated them both with 
virus taken directly from a dog that had just 
diea of acute hydrophobia. I let one of my 
two dogs thus inoculated alone and be went 
mad and died of acute hydrophobia. I sub- 
jected the second dog to my treatment, giving 
him the three rabbit tnoculations, beginning 
with the weakest and ending with the strong- 
est. The second dog was completely cured, or 
rather became completely unsusceptible to 
hydrophobia.”’ 

M. Pesteur then went to a kennel and ca- 
ressed a dog that had undergone this latter 
operatiqn. Said M. Pasteur: Whoever gets 
bitten by a mad dog has only to submit to my 
three little inoculations and he need not have 
the slightest fear of hydrophobia.”
